I would like to try to clarify a few things about a 


recent article un Oliver Stone's new movie, T, JFK tr , in which I was featured 
along with two local former FBI "experts 11 . As the article stated: "Mr Thompson 
and Mr. Hughes believe that Oswald acted alone because nothing tangible has 
been presented to prove otherwise*" It should also be noted, however, that a 
major reason for this is that the FBI was not interested in looking for any 
tangible evidence other than evidence against Oswald. The FBI "probe 1 * was 
a joke. They did not even bother to interview the Dallas police officers 
who rode in the motorcade and were eyewitnesses to the shooting. Mr* Thompson 
and Mr* Hughes are experts on nothing. Mr. Hughes reference to the movie 
of the assassination being in black and white shows his ignorance. The FBI copy 
of the famous Zapruder filial (which was also used by the Warren Commission) was 
an indistinct, black and white copy of the original co l o r film* They could 
have had access to the original color film if they wanted, but they did not, 
as the FBI was uninterested in most of the photographs and films taken at the 
time of the assassination. 

It is true that I am critical of Oliver Stone’s movie, 
but as I stated quite explicitly to Ms. Conley during our interview, j X am 
even more critical of our government, which in lying to the American people 
opened the door for all the Garrisons and Stones, etc. tP sensationalise 
and make a buck off this tragedy.
